Gerald  "Bud"  Gross  was  born  in  the  family  home  in  Croydon,  December  12,  1916.  He  attended  the  Croydon 
Congregational  Church  in  the  East  Village.  Bud  attended  the  brick  school  in  Croydon  East  Village  for  eight  years  followed 
by  four  years  at  Towle  High,  graduating  in  1934.  In  the  64  years  that  ensued,  he  was  proud  to  say  he  had  never  missed  a 
town  meeting,  with  one  exception  because  he  had  been  in  the  hospital. 

In  1943  while  working  at  Door  Woolen  mill  in  Newport,  he  met  his  wife  Rita.  In  1948  he  was  appointed  Deputy  Town 
Clerk  to  assist  his  father  Dana  S.  Gross.  He  continued  to  serve  as  Deputy  Town  Clerk  for  his  wife  Rita  and  then  2  years  for 
Koreen  Bridgeo,  ending  his  tenure  in  1989  after  faithfully  serving  for  43  years. 

Over  a  period  of  60  years  he  held  many  positions  in  the  town  as  well  as  served  on  several  committees  such  as  the  Waste 
Disposal  and  the  Cemetery  Committee  that  set  up  regulations  for  Croydon  Cemeteries.  In  1949  Bud  was  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen  to  fill  the  Town  Road  Agent's  job  for  Ralph  Curtis.  He  continued  to  hold  that  position  through  1951.  In  1966 
Bud  was  the  Master  of  Ceremonies  for  Croydon's  Bicentennial  celebration.  He  served  7  years  as  a  member  of  the  Croydon 
School  Board  spanning  the  years  from  1967  through  1973.  From  1981  through  1994  Bud  acted  as  an  alternate  on  the 
Planning  Board  attending  nearly  all  their  meetings  and  maintained  a  notebook  recording  those  meetings.  In  1982  he  served 
as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Trust  Funds  and  from  1990  to  1992  he  served  as  a  Ballot  Clerk. 

Late  in  the  Fall  of  1950  Bud  started  work  for  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  as  a  lookout  watchman  on  Croydon  Mountain.  He 
held  this  position  with  the  state  until  1956.  This  period  of  time  included  the  Grantham  Mountain  fire  of  1953.  In  1956  he 
became  a  District  Fire  Chief  for  the  State  of  NH.  He  proudly  served  until  the  fall  of  1980,  retiring  after  30  years  of  service. 
He  continued  to  attend  their  meetings  through  January  of  1997. 

Bud  loved  New  Hampshire.  He  loved  the  woods.  He  loved  Croydon.

Two  chimney  fires,  three  mutual  aid  calls,  numerous  wires  down  and  fire  alarm  calls  along  with  filling 
pools  made  the  year  interesting.  Fire  prevention  week  brings  a  visit  to  the  station  by  the  students  of 
the  village  school.

Major  restoration  of  the  Croydon  Flat  Church  was  completed  this  year.  It  included  replacing  the  front  sill 
of  the  foundation,  repairing  trusses  in  the  roof  structure,  removal  of  the  chimney,  replacing  cement  steps  with 
granite,  and  roofing,  which  included  work  to  the  steeple.  In  addition,  we  paved  the  parking  lot,  installed  storm 
windows,  replastered,  added  central  heat,  refurbished  the  pews,  painted,  installed  carpeting  and  added  pew 
cushions.  This  has  been  a  major  undertaking  but  one  that  was  necessary  to  maintain  the  integrity  of  the  building 
and  comfort  of  the  congregation. 

With  that  project  behind  us,  we  are  now  looking  forward  to  performing  essentially  the  same  work  at  the 
Village  Church.  As  you  look  at  the  church  from  the  school,  you  will  notice  the  buckle  in  the  roof.  The  trusses 
there  have  to  be  repaired  before  a  more  drastic  renovation  is  needed.  We  have  secured  one  report  and  are  seeking 
others  to  do  this  work.  It  will  mean  more  years  of  fund  raising  and  work  on  our  part  but  we  feel  it  is  a  project 
that  must  be  shouldered  if  the  building  is  to  be  maintained. 

Since  this  building  is  a  landmark,  and  not  simply  the  church,  we  hope  that  we  can  count  on  your  support. 
We  are  looking  for  funding  from  the  State  Historical  Preservation  Alliance.  If  you  know  of  any  other  charitable 
institutions,  please  let  us  know.  We  voted  to  establish  a  Capital  Fund  for  the  purpose  of  restoration,  preservation 
and  maintenance  of  the  Croydon  Village  Church  at  our  annual  meeting.  So  if  you  wish  to  donate,  this  will  ensure 
that  any  and  all  monies  sent  for  this  purpose  will  be  used  for  this  purpose. 

We  thank  you  for  your  continued  support  of  our  ministries  and  welcome  you  to  join  us  any  Sunday  at 
10:00  at  the  Flat  Church.  Our  membership  and  our  ministries  are  growing  with  each  year.  Over  one  hundred 
people  worshipped  at  the  Christmas  Eve  Service  plus  another  fifty  at  the  afternoon  Children's  Pageant  on  the 
same  day. 

We  have  several  weddings  scheduled  at  the  Flat  Church  this  summer.  We've  had  a  baptism  and  a  memorial 
service  since  moving  to  the  Flat  Church  in  December. 

We  continue  to  have  a  delightful  time  on  the  second  Thursday  of  each  month  at  the  senior  luncheon.  We're 
not  exactly  4-star  but  we  make  up  for  that  in  fellowship.

CROYDON  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 
Statement  of  Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  Croydon  Historical  Society  is  to  bring  together  those  people  interested  in  history,  especially  in 
the  history  of  our  community.  Understanding  the  history  of  our  community  is  basic  to  our  democratic  way  of  life, 
gives  us  a  better  understanding  of  our  state  and  nation,  and  helps  us  better  to  appreciate  our  American  heritage. 

The  society's  major  function  will  be  to  discover  and  collect  any  material  which  may  help  to  establish  or  illustrate 
the  history  of  the  town:  its  exploration,  settlement,  development,  and  activities  in  peace  and  war;  its  progress  in 
population,  wealth,  education,  arts,  science,  agriculture,  manufactures,  trade  and  transportation.  It  will  collect 
printed  material  such  as  histories,  genealogies,  biographies,  descriptions,  gazetteers,  directories,  newspapers, 
pamphlets,  catalogues,  circulars,  handbills,  programs,  and  posters;  manuscript  material  such  as  letters,  diaries, 
journals,  memoranda,  reminiscences,  rosters,  service  records,  account  books,  charts,  surveys,  and  field  books;  and 
museum  material  such  as  pictures,  photographs,  paintings,  portraits,  scenes,  aboriginal  relics,  and  material  objects 
illustrative  of  life,  conditions,  events,  and  activities  of  the  past  or  the  present. 

The  society  will  provide  for  preservation  of  such  material  and  for  its  accessibility,  as  far  as  may  be  feasible,  to  all 
who  wish  to  examine  or  study  it;  co-operate  with  officials  in  insuring  the  preservation  and  accessibility  of  the 
records  and  archives  of  the  town;  and  insure  the  preservation  of  historic  buildings,  monuments,  and  markers. 

The  society  will  disseminate  historical  information  and  arouse  interest  in  the  past  by  publishing  material  in  the 
newspapers  or  otherwise;  by  holding  meetings  with  pageants,  addresses,  lectures,  papers,  and  discussion;  by 
marking  historic  buildings,  sites,  and  trails;  and  by  using  the  media  of  radio  and  television  to  awaken  public 
interest. 

The  society  will  co-operate  with  the  state  historical  society  [state  historical  commission,  or  state  department  of 
archives  and  history]  to  collect  and  preserve  materials  of  state-wide  significance  so  that  these  materials  can  be 
made  available  to  students  and  scholars.

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Report  Of  The  Forest  Fire  Warden  And 
State  Forest  Ranger 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest  Ranger,  contact  your  local 
Warden  of  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing  ANY  outside  burning. 
Violations  of  RSA  227-L:17,  the  fire  permit  law  and  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $2,000  and  /  or  a  year  in  jail.   Violators  are  also 
liable  for  all  fire  suppression  cost. 

There  are  ten  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands, 
Forest  Protection  Bureau.   State  Forest  Rangers  are  available  to  assist  communities  with  forest  fire 
suppression,  prevention  and  training  programs  as  well  as  the  enforcement  of  forest  fire  and  timber 
harvest  laws.   If  you  have  any  questions  regarding  forest  fire  or  timber  harvest  laws,  please  call 
our  office  at  27 1  -22 1 7. 

There  are  2400  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  Deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens  throughout  the  state.   Each 
town  has  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  several  Deputy  Wardens  who  assist  the  Forest  Rangers  with  forest 
fire  suppression,  prevention,  and  law  enforcement.   Early  in  1998  we  experienced  an  ice  storm,  which 
caused  severe  damage  to  forests  in  New  Hampshire.   This  damage  created  a  greater  potential  fire  hazard 
as  well  as  safety  hazards  to  many  areas  of  the  state.   Your  local  fire  warden  and  Forest  Rangers  need 
your  assistance  in  preventing  wildfires  in  these  hard  hit  areas  and  throughout  the  State.   If  you  need 
assistance  or  information  dealing  with  ice  damaged  woodlands,  please  call  1-800-444-8978. 
The  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  15  fire  towers,  2  mobile  patrols  and  3  contract  aircraft  patrols. 
This  early  detection  and  reports  from  citizens  aid  in  the  quick  response  from  local  fire  departments. 
This  is  a  critical  factor  in  controlling  the  size  of  wildland  fires  and  keeping  the  loss  of  property  and 
suppression  costs  as  low  as  possible.

Meals-On-Wheels  provides  a  well-balanced  nutritional  meal  to  those  who  are  homebound  by  illness, 
disability,  or  lack  of  transportation.  Services  are  designed  to  maintain  or  improve  the  health  of  these  older 
Americans,  preserve  and  support  their  independence,  and  prevent  premature  or  unnecessary  institutionaliza- 
tion. 


When  our  drivers  deliver  meals  they  are  required  to  check  the  safety  of  the  meal  recipient.  If  a  client  does  not 
respond  to  a  knock  on  the  door,  our  drivers  call  in  to  their  Site  Manager  who  will  call  the  police,  a  neighbor, 
a  relative,  or  an  emergency  number  provided  by  the  client.  Many  times  our  drivers  are  the  only  people  the 
client  may  see  during  the  day. 

We  also  provide  Outreach  services  to  the  elderly  of  Sullivan  County.  An  Outreach  worker  visits  all 
Meal-On- Wheels  clients,  as  well  as  any  senior  referred  to  our  services.  You  do  not  need  to  be  receiving 
home-delivered  meals  to  receive  services  from  the  Outreach  Office.  Upon  talking  with  the  client,  the 
Outreach  worker  determines  their  needs  and  makes  referrals  to  the  appropriate  agencies. 

Sullivan  Nutrition  is  a  not-for-profit  organization  which  receives  its  primary  funding  (80%)  from  State  and 
Federal  sources.  The  remaining  funding  must  come  from  client  donations  and  town-city  contributions.

person  65  years  of  age  up  to  75  years,  $10,000,  for  a  person  75  years  of  age  to  80  years,  $20,000;  for  a  person 
80  years  of  age  or  older  $30,000.    Under  no  circumstances  shall  the  amounts  of  the  exemption  of  any  age 
category  be  less  then  $5,000.  To  qualify,  the  person  must  have  been  a  New  Hampshire  resident  for  at  least  5 
years,  owned  real  estate  individually  or  jointly,  or  if  the  real  estate  is  owned  by  such  person's  spouse  they 
must  have  been  married  for  at  least  5  years.   In  addition,  the  taxpayer  must  have  a  net  income  of  not  more 
then  $26,800  or,  if  married,  a  combined  net  income  of  not  more  then  $40,800;  and  own  assets  not  in  excess 
of  $70,000  excluding  the  value  of  the  person's  residence  and  the  land  upon  which  it  is  located  up  to  the 
greater  of  two  acres  or  the  minimum  single  family  residential  lot  size  specified  in  the  Town  of  Croydon  local 
zoning  ordinance.    This  modification  will  be  effective  for  the  1998  tax  year.    Yes  or  No  ballot.    Passed  as 
amended  20  yes  17  no. 

Art.  9  Transact  any  other  business:    It  was  brought  up  to  the  attention  of  the  town  that  the  flag  is  in  bad  disrepair 

selectmen  agreed  that  there  would  be  monies  available  in  the  budget  to  change  the  flag  3  or  4  times  a  year

The  audit  report  was  brought  up  again  this  year.  It  was  the  will  of  the  townspeople  that  if  they  are  paying 
for  an  audit  each  year;  there  should  be  at  least  a  statement  from  the  auditors  that  audit  was  performed  and 
briefly  the  results. 

The  legality  of  article  3  in  the  Warrant  of  the  1997  Town  Meeting  was  questioned.  The  article  stated  that 
the  town  voted  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  hire  all  necessary  sums  of  money  for  use  during 
the  year  in  anticipation  of  taxes.  This  authorization  is  to  remain  in  effect  until  rescinded  by  a  vote  at  a 
future  town  meeting. 

In  response  to  that  question,  I  called  the  Department  of  Revenue  Administration,  and  talked  to  the 
municipal  lawyer.  It  was  stated  the  law  passed  in  1993  RSA  33:  7V.

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SCHOOL  BOARD  ANNUAL  REPORT 


As  the  State  struggles  to  find  ways  to  fund  education,  the  Croydon  School  Board  strives  for  the  best  educational 
opportunities  for  our  children. 

Last  June,  Judy  Hatch  left  our  school  and  town  for  adventures  in  Idaho  and  left  many  broken  hearts  behind  in 
Croydon.  Judy  is  a  wonderful  teacher  and  will  always  be  missed.  The  Board  set  about  finding  her  replacement  with 
a  heavy  heart,  but  Someone  was  smiling  on  our  community  and  we  were  blessed  with  a  number  of  qualified 
candidates  for  the  teaching  position.  The  decision  to  hire  Jennifer  Smith  from  Canaan  has  proven  to  be  a  good  one. 
Jennifer  brings  competence,  dedication  and  kindness  that  is  hard  to  beat,  and  it  feels  like  she  has  been  with  us  for  a 
lot  longer  than  seven  months.  We  are  very  lucky  to  have  our  Title  I  teacher,  Lynn  Touchette,  and  our  aide,  Mary 
Beth  Scanlon,  with  us  again  this  year  to  lend  stability  and  give  so  freely  of  their  very  unique  talents.  We  have  a 
good  team  working  for  the  children. 

Jen's  first  year  came  with  its  share  of  excitement.  On  October  19,  1998,  bolts  in  the  ceiling  of  the  classroom  gave 
way  and  the  wooden  ceiling  hung  precariously  while  Jen,  Lynn  and  Mary  Beth  moved  the  children  to  safety  in  the 
Town  Hall.  Croydon's  Selectboard  —  Jim  Harding,  Julie  Swenson  and  David  Hooley  ~  opened  Town  Hall  to  the 
children  as  a  classroom  for  a  period  of  six  weeks.  They  did  this  without  hesitation,  and  it  certainly  saved  the  School 
District  from  what  could  have  been  a  very  costly  experience  (both  in  time  lost  and  money),  and  we  are  grateful. 
Also  a  special  thank  you  for  Brenda  McGuire,  who  graciously  shared  her  space  with  the  whole  group. 

When  it  came  time  to  make  the  necessary  repairs  to  the  school,  local  citizens  saved  the  School  District  a  lot  of 
money  with  their  expertise  and  good  sense,  and  we  all  had  the  peace  of  mind  knowing  that  the  job  was  done  right  by 
people  who  cared. 

Croydon's  music  teacher  of  three  years,  Elin  Peterson,  left  us  in  December.  Administration  worked  with 
neighboring  school  districts  to  introduce  Pam  Waltzer,  who  will  be  teaching  music  in  Croydon  two  hours  a  week. 
We  also  have  a  new  physical  education  teacher,  Rose  Neilly,  keeping  our  children  physically  strong.  Welcome. 

Jane  Dearden  approached  the  Trustees  of  the  School  Fund  and  they  donated  six  badly  needed  chairs  for  the  children 
at  the  school.  We  also  thank  an  active  Parent-Teacher  Organization,  working  always,  it  seems,  to  raise  funds  for 
children  and  school  needs. 

The  School  Board  remains  committed  to  provide  public  kindergarten  in  Croydon.  Enrollment  in  the  program  is 
inconsistent  at  this  point,  and  we  are  accommodating  the  demands  accordingly.  We  are  researching  possibilities  to 
educate  grades  4-6  in  Croydon,  and  would  certainly  like  input  and  ideas  from  everyone  on  this. 
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The  Board  continues  to  debate  transportation  issues  and  is  working  to  provide  access  for  our  children  in  the 
Ryder  Corner  area.  Many  thank  you's  to  the  families  on  Croydon's  back  roads  who  transport  their  children  to 
school  every  day.  We  appreciate  your  help  with  the  growing  transportation  dilemma. 

In  addition,  the  Croydon  School  Board  set  the  following  goals  to  be  accomplished  this  year: 

1 .  To  ensure  that  our  curriculum  is  consistent  with  the  NH  Curriculum  Frameworks  and  the 
NHE1AP. 

2.  To  develop  initiatives  that  will  provide  appropriate  Special  Education  programming  in 
the  most  cost  effective  manner  and  environment. 

3.  To  improve  communications  with  citizens  of  Croydon  in  order  to  enhance  their  support 
for  quality  education. 

4.  To  address  an  action  plan  to  address  Building  Facility  needs. 

5.  To  provide  administrative  oversight  and  support  to  Ms.  Smith. 

6.  To  review  the  Croydon  School  District  Policy  Book. 

7.  To  develop  and  disseminate  a  handbook  for  parents  as  well  as  students  which  includes 
permission  slips  to  use  the  Internet. 

Let  us  know  what  you  think.  We  always  look  forward  to  comments  and  participation  from  the  community  at  our 
meetings. 

Croydon  School  District  is  on  a  list  to  receive  free  surplus  materials  from  the  Donation  Depot  in  Hooksett,  NH.  We 
can  also  buy  school  items  at  great  discount  at  the  State  and  Federal  Surplus  Depots  in  Concord. 

Croydon  Village  School  is  in  need  of  a  new  encyclopedia  set.  If  there  is  anyone  who  would  like  to  donate  a  recent 
set  of  books,  or  anyone  willing  to  donate  money  toward  the  purchase  of  a  new  set,  we  would  all  be  very 
appreciative. 

With  100  students  in  the  Croydon  school  district,  the  Board  hopes  to  generate  more  parental  support  at  this  year's 
School  District  meeting,  set  for  1:00  p.m.  on  March  13,  1999.  Don't  assume  that  since  you  are  comfortable  with 
the  education  your  children  are  receiving  that  we  don't  need  your  support  or  other  input.  We  need  each  and  every 
parent  to  attend  this  important  budget  meeting. 

Lastly,  the  Board  thanks  Jane  Dearden,  who  volunteers  her  time  and  energy  to  the  School  Board  by  taking  and 
transcribing  minutes  of  our  meetings,  however  long  they  last.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  ADMINISTRATIVE  TEAM  REPORT 


OVERVIEW  -  Dr.  William  J.  Gauthier,  Superintendent  and  Principal  of  Croydon  Village  School 

Once  again  it  has  been  my  pleasure  to  serve  the  Croydon  School  District  for  the  third  consecutive  year. 
Our  new  classroom  teacher,  Jennifer  Smith,  has  adjusted  well  to  teaching  four  different  grade  levels. 
Then  came  the  building  problem  and  the  need  to  move  to  the  town  hall  which  was  accomplished  by 
volunteers.  This  resulted  in  a  significant  savings.  There  is  no  doubt  that  having  two  kindergartners  with 
the  children  in  grades  1  -3  meant  that  Ms.  Smith  has  to  teach  four  different  grade  levels  each  day.  Then 
just  this  week  nine  children  became  ill  with  the  flu.  There  have  also  been  other  challenges,  but  the  school 
has  continued  to  function  as  it  has  for  hundreds  of  years.  Croydon  is  a  unique  place  and  the  last  one  room 
school  symbolizes  its  Yankee  traditions,  small  size  and  commitment  to  educating  the  children.  Hopefully 
you  will  support  the  board's  budget  request  and  the  various  warrants. 

KINDERGARTEN,  FACILITIES,  ETC.  -  Dr.  John  Handfield,  Assistant  Superintendent 

In  addition  to  hiring  Mrs.  Smith  as  Teacher  at  the  Croydon  Village  School,  two  other  individuals  have 
joined  the  Croydon  School  team.  One  is  Pamela  Waltzer  who  is  the  part-time  Music  Teacher.  The  other 
is  Thomas  Burnham  who  serves  as  the  Water  Testing  Operator.  Both  of  these  individuals  are 
professionally  certified  in  their  respective  areas  of  responsibility  and  will  provide  a  high  level  of  service  to 
the  Croydon  School  District. 

FISCAL  -  James  Fenn,  Business  Administrator 

The  school  District  has  started  to  develop  a  long  term  facility  needs  plan.  This  plan  will  address  the  long 
term  maintenance  and  renovation  needs  of  the  Croydon  Village  School.  This  capital  improvement  plan 
will  assist  the  district  in  properly  planning  and  funding  the  long  term  facility  needs.  These  first  steps  of 
this  process  are  reflected  in  three  areas  of  this  year's  budget  proposals;  first  is  the  request  to  create  a 
building  renovations  capital  reserve  fund  in  article  3,  second  is  the  request  to  transfer  $5000  to  this 
capital  reserve  fund  in  article  4,  and  third  is  the  handicap  ramp  included  in  the  budget  request  which  is 
planned  for  this  summer.  These  actions  are  a  significant  step  in  planning  for  the  long  term  maintenance  of 
this  historic  building. 

RELATED  SERVICES  -  Dr.  Kenneth  DeVoid,  Director  of  Special  Education,  is  representing  the 
Croydon  School  District  on  the  SAU  #43  IDEA  Team.  During  this  school  year,  all  special  education 
programs  are  being  reviewed  by  the  State  Department  of  Education  using  the  new  monitoring  and 
improvement  process.  The  IDEA  Team  will  make  a  final  report  in  the  spring.  This  report  will  provide  a 
road  map  for  how  we  will  improve  special  education  services  to  all  schools  in  the  SAU,  over  the  next  5 
years.
